“ Laziness is chiefly responsible for the 
measure of success achieved by Keogh’s 
mischievous Prison bill—*laziness, igno 
ranee end si me degree of political cow­ 
ardice. 
“ The report of 8. D. Allen’s commit­ 
tee in favor of this dangerous measure is 
a burlesque on legislation. 
It shows 
either a deliberate demagogue purpose 
to misrepresent the facts, or a depth of 
ignorance that no plummet has ever 
sounded. 
“The iffiness or cowardice which led 
the Milwaukee delegation to throw on 
the governor, and finally on the common 
council, the responsibility for local meas­ 
ures of doubtful propriety, or obvious, 
impropriety, led to the vote by whish the 
Keogh bill passed the assembly.

“ The flimsy arguments by which thi8 
miserable bill has been upheld have been 
torn to tatters by every prison official, 
every prison board and every legislative 
committee that has investigated the sub­ 
ject. The members of the Wisconsin as­ 
sembly do not know this.

Probably not one in ten bas read the re­ 
port of the Wisconsin legislative com­ 
mittee which spent months in a personal 
investigation of the different methods. 
Eel. Keogh, an enthusiastic advocate of

brought idleness, insanity and pure pan- 
perism into the New York prisons, tells 
them it is all right, and will make them 
solid with the workingmen, and they are 
too lazy cr too indifferent, or too much 
interested in private affairs, to learn the 
fact that this miserable bill would put a 
burden on the state and demoralize the 
prison to a degree that would oreate the 
strongest feeling of indignation among 
the people.”

Q u e e n s to w n , 
April 13.—The

mark from Christiansand, 'Copenhagen, 
etc., for New York. 
The Danmark had 
been abandoned by her crew. 
Her stern 
was level with the sea and her bow stood 
high out of tho water. 
She was appar­ 
ently sinking. 
The Danmark was a vessel 
of 2,260 tons and belonged to the Thing- 
valla Line. 
She 
was 
commanded by 
K ii u cise rn 
The Danmark was formerly tho 
Belgian steamer Jan Breydel. 
She* was a 
bark-rigged vessel and was 840 feet long, 
40 feet in breadth and 26 feet deep. 
She 
was built at Newcastle, England, in 1880. 


N ew Y ork H ears th e N ew s, 
N e w Y o r k , April 1 3 .— The following 
dispatch from London was received at the 
Maritime Exchange this morning: 
“The steamer Danmark, from Christian­ 
sand, was seen April 8 abandoned in mid- 
ocean.” 
The Danmark belongs to the Thingvalla 
Line of steamers plying between this port 
and Copenhagen. 
She was formerly the 
Jan Breydel, of tho White Cross line. She 
is said to have had 650 passengers on 
board, mostly Scandinavians. 
Funch, Edye & Co., the agents of the 
company here, say that they place no re­ 
liance in the dispatch, but have cabled to 
agents in London and Copenhagen for fur­ 
ther information. 
Tho Now York agents of the Thingvalla 
lino this afternoon said: 
“We have here a 
cable dispatch to the effect that the Dan­ 
mark left Christiansand on March 26, on 
her first voyage under her new flag and 
name. 
She had boon completely over­ 
hauled and it was thought by all that she 
was the best of the fleet. 
There wore on 
board of hor at the time of her departure 
at least 710 people. 
Of these 650 were 
passengers. 
“Tho Danmark is commanded by Capt. 
Knudsen, an old seaman, well known for 
his courage and presence of mind, and he 
is not the man to abandon a ship to the 
mercies of the waves when there is one 
chance in even a thousand of getting her 
into port, and we do not believe that he has 
abandoned her. 
She may have been dis­ 
abled, but we are very nearly certain that 
she has not been abandoned. 
“We have taken stops to discover if 
there is any truth in tho story. 
At 10:30 
o’clock this morning we sent off two cables. 
One was to the Lloyds, in London, asking 
for further particulars of the abandon­ 
ment, if such were to bo had, and also for 
the name of tho ship that says she sighted 
the Danmark in such a condition. 
The 
second of tho two cables was to the home 
office in Copenhagen, also asking for par­ 
ticulars, and for advice, and for the names 
of those 600 people who sailed in the Dan­ 
mark. 
‘ The position in which the Danmark is 
said to have been sighted abandoned is one 
in which she might very easily have been 
at tho time, April 8. 
She had 
at that 
time been out from Christiansand thirteen 
days. 
I do not think it at all Improbable 
that some fearful calamity may have be­ 
fallen her, but please allow us to state to 
tho numbers of friends of the Danmark's 
passengers that we do not believe she has 
been abandoned. 
No incoming steamship to this port re­ 
ports any lifeboats or rafts that might 
have belonged to the Danmark. Even if 
the Danmark has been abandoned she had 
sufficient means to accommodate all the 
passengers on board, if not all tho crew. 
“There was a great number of lifeboats 
—enough for the great passenger list—and 
several new life rafts of the latest pattern 
and improvements, which’eould [have ac­ 
commodated the crew and officers and 
some of the passengers if there was not 
onough room in the’lifeboats for them.”

OF 
GOVERNOR 
WELL. 


The H on. Leonard J. Farwell, the 
bccuud governor of this state, died at bis 
home in Grant City, Missouri, on the lith 
instant, at tbe age of 70 years. He was 
born in W atertown, New York, and set­ 
tled in Madison in 
1849, and en­ 
gaged 
in the milling business. 
He 
had not been in the state but a little 
more than two years when he was nomi­ 
nated by tbe whigs for governor, and 
though Wisconsin was largely democratic 
he was elected by 507 majority. It will 
be noticed that be was elected to the 
gubernatorial cilice when Le was but 32 
years of age, being the youngest man 
ever elected that office in this state. 
Governor Farwell was an energetic 
aud skillful business mao, and did yery 
much toward?establishing the industrial 
prosperity of Madison in its early days. 
Bat tbe Journal, which contains lengthy 
stretch of his life, says that in the severe 
financial revulsion 
which shrouded 
the country la 1857, Governor Farwell 
with thousands of others suffered a re • 
verse cf fortune and was oblige to 
close up his affairs rn this state, being at 
the time largely interested in in railroad 
enterprises which then suffered a severe 
collapse. 
In TSC3, President Lincoln 
appointed Mr. Farwell assistant ex­ 
aminer in tbe United States patent of­ 
fice, and he was soon promoted as prin­ 
cipal examiner, a position which he held 
for more than six years, then resigning 
to embark m the patent business in 
Chicago. In the calamitous fire in that 
city in 1871, Mr. Farwell suffered great 
lese, and he finally went to reside with 
bis son in Missouri where he passed his 
last days.

N e w Y o r k , April 1 3 .—The greatest ex­ 
citement prevails in shipping circles over 
the loss of tho Danmark. 
The Thingvalla 
line is probably the largest carrying immi­ 
grant line that plies between this port and 
Europe. 
The Denmark had on board when 
she left Christiansand for New York, on 
the 26th of March, 650 
passengers, pre­ 
sumably all 
immigrants. 
Including the 
vessel’s captain, R. M. Knudsen, the crew 
numbered forty men. 
The office of the 
agents of the steamerjjFunch, Edye & Co., 
27 South William street, has been thronged 
with people all tho morning, anxiously 
inquiring for later nows of tho vessel. Mr. 
Edye, of the firm, doos not credit the re­ 
port. 
He has cabled his London agents, 
and sought by wire for further particulars 
from the Copenhagen branch of the firm. 
The news spread rapidly down town and 
among the first callers at the office of 
Funch, Edye & Co. was Morris Stover, a 
young farmer from somewhere in Massa­ 
chusetts, who got here last night to await 
the arrival of the steamer, on which his 
brother and sweetheart, Mal ie Mutter, had 
taken passage.

United States grad jury Friday reported 
twenty-five indictments against William 
Ham od, ex-special deputy collector, eleven 
against H. E. Beecher, ex-treasury agent, 
and twelve against Quincy A. Brooks for 
stealing from the Government.

result of the investigation into tho custom­ 
house books here lately made by treasury 
officials.

W ashington, April 13.—In reply to in­ 
quiries ;egarding Oklahoma tho Commis­ 
sioner of the General Land Office has w rit­ 
ten a letter which says: 
‘‘The lands in question are to be disposed 
of to actual settlers under tho homestead 
laws only. 
A party desiring to become an 
actual settlor under the homestead laws 
may initiate bis claim by entry at the dis­ 
trict land office after properly examining 
and selecting the land desired, in which 
case ho Is allowed six months from date of 
entry within wliich to establish his actual 
residence on the land, or, if he so elect, he 
may initiate his claim by actual settlement 
on the land, which nrust consist of some act 
or acts connecting himself with the partic­ 
ular tract claimed, said act or acts to bo 
equivalent to an announcement of his in­ 
tention and from which tho public gener­ 
ally may have notico of his claim. 
There­ 
after ho is allowed three months within 
which to make his claim of record by entry 
in the district land office.” 
In regard to tho exclusion of persons 
who enter the Territory before April 22, 
the commissioner writes to Senator Ingalls 
as follows: 
“ Tho act of March 2, 1889, to w hich Mr. 
Sommers refers, provides, 
hs be states, 
that no one shall bo permitted to enter or 
acquire any right to any of the Oklahoma 
lands, to lie disposed of thereunder, who 
violates its provisions by entering upon 
and occupying tho same prior to 12 o’clock 
noon of April 22, 1889, the date axed in 
tho President’s proclamation of March 23, 
1889, for the said lands to become open to 
settlement. 
Tho statutes make no excep­ 
tion to this provision. 
I am inclined to

tho act. 
Tlio primary jurisdiction to act 
upon applications to outer rests with the 
district land 
officers, and Mr. Sommers 
may present his application for entry to 
them with proper proof of his allegations. 
Should they rofuso to perm it an entry ho 
may appeal from their action, which would 
bring his application and proofs before this 
office for adjudication of tho case.” 
In speaking of the great lino of immi­ 
gration now sotting 
toward Oklahoma 
Commissioner Stockslager says that from 
newspaper estimates and jrom.inforruation 
received through official and 
personal 
sources ho was of the opinion that fully 
100.000 persons would enter Oklahoma 
within a month after April 22. 
For those 
100.000 people there aro only about ten 
thousand homesteads which may bo entered 
under tho Frosident’s proclamation. There­ 
fore, for each quarter section open to 
entry there will be at least Avo or six ap ­ 
plicants. 
Tho inevitable result of 
this 
tremendous 
influx, 
the 
commissioner 
thought, 
would

A further 
result,

would bo tho spreading of this immense 
surplus over the adjoining Indian lands, 
from which it would lie difficult to dis­ 
lodge thorn w ithout much trouble and pos­ 
sibly somo bloodshed.

Senator Stratton offered a joint resolu­

Assembly till 
Wednesday morning next, on account of 
tho municipal elections that are to be held 
next Tuesday. 
Tho rules were suspended 
and tho resolution was adopted. 
The bill making appropriations for re ­ 
pairs and improvements on tho Joliet peni­ 
tentiary, aud tho appropriation bill for re­ 
pail's and improvements at the Soldiers’ 
Orphans’ Home at Normal, were passed 
without opposition. 
Senator Bassett’s bill for the release of 
trustees of building associations who re­ 
move from the State, or whose placeSof 
residence becomes unknown, 
was passed 
with no opposition.

Fellator McDonald's bill providing that 
not more than two members of the board 
of trustees of any State charitable institu­ 
tion shall be m enders of the same political 
party passed by a vote of 20 ayes to 7 
nays. 
Senator Evans’ bill increasing allowance 
for the burial of paupers from $12 to $15 
was passed by a vote of 26 ayes to 5 nays, 
and the Senate adjourned until Wednesday 
morning of next week. 
In tho House a sensation was created by 
Mr. M erritt requesting a postponement of 
the roll-call on his anti-trust bill till uext 
Thursday; after discussion such postpone­ 
ment was made. 
The bill introduced by Mr. Ross of La 
Salle, providing 6for the examination of 
mine managers and regulating their em ­ 
ployment, was read a third time and 
passed.

The Htate Journal of last eveniog, the 
official paper of the state, publishes the 
new uniform charter, whioh now be­ 
comes a law, and can be adopted by any 
city in the state. 
The first section of the law divides 
oities into three classes, as follows: 
All oities containing a population of 
40,000 or more, are in tho first class, all 
cities with a population of 10,000 and 
under 40,000, are of the second class» 
and those containing a population of 2.000 
or over and under 10.000 are of the third 
class, thus placing Janesville, should the 
charter be approved, in the second class. 
Section 2 provides that any city may 
adopt the charter by a two thirds vot6 of 
the members of the common council at 
any regular meeting, the ordinance adopt­ 
ing this charter having been before the 
council at least tnirty days before adep­ 
tion. 
Section 14 of Chapter 3, -provides:— 
The number and boundaries of wards 
of any city organized under tho pro­ 
vision of this act may be changed by 
ordinance when the same shall be adopt­ 
ed by vote of at least three-fourths of a’l 
the members of the common council; 
provided, said ordinance must be intro­ 
duced, at a regular 
meeting of the 
council in May, 
and before final aotion 
is taken thereon the same shall be pub­ 
lished in the official paper of the city 
once rn each week for four success ive 
weeks, and when the boundaries of any 
wards 
by any 
ordinance 
the 
number 
of wards 
in 
the. 
city 
and boundaries thereof or of any of Bald 
wards shall not be again changed for a 
period of two years except by adding 
thereto such territory as may at any time 
be added to the city limits, and, provided 
further, that toe territory of the wards 
shall be contiguous and compact, aud 
that no ward having a population of lese 
than two thousand shall be created in 
cities of the first class, or It sa than fifteen 
hundred in cities of the second class, or 
less than one thousand in cities of the 
third class. 
Chapters 4 and 5 provide for annexa­ 
tion of territory and names the officers 
of the city. 
Cb6pter 5. 
The powers of the mayor 
are wtll defined, piecing that officer at 
the bead cf tie oily government, making 
bim responsible for all executive work. 
The common council is composed of 
two alder men end one supervisor from 
eech 
ward, end duties are confined 
strictly to legislative work. 
A board of public wotks is created, 
consisting of the city attorney, the oom- 
trcller, and the city engineer or sur­ 
veyor. All work done in the city is un­ 
der the management of this board, no 
matter of what nature. The board can 
do nothing unless directed by order or 
resolution of the common council, certi­ 
fied by the city clerk. This is one of the 
best features of the new law, aud when 
it is thoroughly studied and understood* 
will meet the approbation of every tax 
payer. 
Other departments—with chief officers 
are established, such as the hea th de­ 
partment, schools, police, and fir?, with 
duties clearly defined. 
The common council also has power to 
build eewers, purchase or build water 
works, and in fact the powers granted to 
the common coanoil are very liberal 
regarding public improvements. 
Chapter 20 is qnito a lengthy and im­ 
portant one. It provides for the con­ 
struction of sewers, for the division of a 
city into sewer districts, and issuing of 
bonds for building sewers. 
This sec­ 
tion 
is made a part of the charter 
of every city in the state. 
Section 267, 
All cities heretofore or­ 
ganized and now existing under any 
special law of this state, shall have au­ 
thority to exercise all the powers con­ 
tained in this act relating to the issuing 
of improvement bonds to pay fox special 
assessments made on account of tho con­ 
struction of sewers or improvements to 
streets. 
There are many excellent provisions 
contained in this uniform charter whioh 
would be a benefit to the city of Janes­ 
ville. True, its adoption would cause 
a radical change in the manner of doing 
business with the city—but it is truely 
the American system of government 
wherein there ib an executive head, a leg­ 
islative body aud the necessary machin­ 
ery for good honest government for the 
people, 
The entire law will be [published in a 
few days and the Gazette hopes each cit­ 
izen interested, will give the new law a 
careful reading and study.

I followed Mr. Astor out of the place, 
and as we stopped at the corner to allow 
a car to pass be stepped hastily past me 
and made a profund bow to a man across 
the street. The man nodded in return. 
It teas a greeting between father and son, 
but it might have been the salutation of 
Omai ambassador to another. 
I lie portly 
form of the elder Astor was clad in 
black. His face was as heavily seamed 
as that of a tragedian, and lie walked 
with a alow and ponderous tread. 
There 
was a heavy band of crape on his hat. 
He passed mournfully along the street 
abd strode slowly up toward his house at 
Fifth avenue and Thirty-third street. 
There are ycry few families in the 
world whose wealth is more substantial, 
solid and ample than that of the Astors, 
and yet I do not think that I have ever 
seen three men who look more hopelessly 
and utterly unhappy than the trio of 
mtyUoiiaires that day. 
It seemed to show 
with a j*o6d deal of force that wealth 
docs not always carry happiness with it.

London, April 13.—Tho report that an 
attem pt has l*een made to assassinate the 
Czar lins been neither contradicted nor 
affirmed. 
No word has been received from St. 
Petersburg about it. 
The policy of the 
Russian government has always been to 
suppress news of such attempts until it is 
impossible any longer to conceal it. 
It is remembered that the attempt to kill 
the Emperor and his family by blowing up 
the railway train at Borkin was not offi­ 
cially reported until tho details had been 
known all over Europe outside of Russia 
for a fortnight, and even then the Russian 
Government would not admit that it was 
tho work of Nihilists. 
Consequently, in 
absence of official information about the 
latest attack upon his life, the report is 
widely credited, and all kinds of rumors 
are in circulation. 
The general features upon which all 
reports agree are that Sunday last a dyna­ 
mite bomb exploded within the imperial 
palace at Gatschina, whether by force or 
concussion is not stated; that the explosion 
must have been produced in the room in 
which the Czar was present, for It is cir­ 
cumstantially reported that the Czar was 
injured, and an officer of the guard was 
wounded at the same time. 
Tile reports were sufficiently credited 
yesterday to cause a general depression on 
tho continental markets. 
In Berlin and 
Vienna the effect on the bourses was espe­ 
cially marked, and the continued silence of 
St. Petersburg causes further uneasiness.

Secret Inform ation C ollected by the 
P olice A gainst th e L eague. 
L ondon, April 13.—In tho House of 
Commons Prof. Stuart (Radical) asked Mr. 
Balfour, tho chief secretary for Ireland, 
whether the circular sent to the Irish police 
directing them to collate all the secret in­ 
formation regarding the doings of members 
of the National league was designed to aid 
the London Times.

Mr. Parnell demanded a straightforward 
answer.

H is refusal to explain implied that there 
was something to be ashamed of.

made of the circular proved that the gov­ 
ernment was not neutral toward the com­ 
mission investigating the Times charges.

The Inventor Telle th e Story o f th e D e­ 
velopm ent o f th e W eapon. 
This weapon, the first quick-firing artil­ 
lery, has an interesting history. 
Dr. Gat­ 
ling tells an instructive story of the devel­ 
opment and introduction of his machine 
gun.
